Results of laboratory tests on a 
much smaller scale have been suffici- 
ently promising to warrant the work 
being conducted to an extent which 
will give a definite “dea as to the 
commercial possibilities of the pro- 
cess for the extraction of benzine by 
“pynolysis.” 

The gas will be na'scd to a white 
heat, approximately 1,000 degress 
ceritigrade, jin _ specially prepared 
tubes, and the bengine content wil! 
then be absorbed by chareca or oil. 
A specially constructed furnace ‘wil! 
be built to provide the necessary de- 
gree of electrical heat, and the experi 
ments will determine costs of the pro 
cess amd whether it is commercially 
practicable on a ficid scale.

PIG SHELTERS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

All swine, “and particularly wh'te 
ones, réquire shelter from the sun 
during the summer. To meet this con 
dition at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Rosthern, 
Caragana seed were sown in 1917 
with the grain drill in rows four feet 
apart across the ends of the pig pas- 
tures. These were kept clean and in 
two years were thinned to one foot 
apart im the row. Further cultivation 
was unnecessary because the planis 
shaded the ground and prevented 
weed growth. In 1921 pigs were al- 
towed the rum of the plentation and 
have’ been - allowed to use it evec 
since. It is hardy, affords complete 
shade, and does not require any at- 
tention. 

CONCLUSIONS :— 

Caragana affords the 
shade that cam be grown. 

Cattle, horses, and sheep must be 
kep: away from Caragana. becaus 
they seem to find it palatable an. 

soon destroy it. Old hogs will eat 
it too ‘f the pasture is short: 

Elms, planted four feet apart each 
way and later thinned to eight feet 
each way, might be just as effective 
as a shelter and be more resistant. to 
stock,

| Agriculture is just as much an in- 
i dustry as the smeiitiing of ‘ron or the 
| manufacturing of goods. In fact, it 
lis indeed the basis of all industries. 
' Agriculture is concerned with what 
4s necessary—the other branches of 
industry ‘with what is useful. True, 
there is a difference im outlook be- 
tween the farm workers and city 
workers, but this, Hke most differen- 
cos of outlook, has been engendered 
by antagonism. 

The city worker lives in cities, al- 
though there is no reason why this 
hould be an arbitrary condition ul 
ols cmploymemt, while the farm work 
er has the countryside as his inheri- 
tance. The one finds his amusement 
in the jostle of busy thoroughfares, 
hectic crowds and dazzling lights. 
On the other hand, the farmer’s main 
enjoyment — unless he is a square 
peg in a round hole — is the sweet 
processes of mature, The behaviour 
of given crops under differing cond- 
tions, the sweep of the storm on the 
soft green mouldings of pasture land 
the birds of the woodland and the 
kiiss of the summer rains are his es- 
pecial joys. But his industria) in- 
stincts are the same. Between the 
factory and the farm there is the 
great difference of exactness in time 
measurement. . 

The city industry can estimate 
with mathematical precision the a- 
mount of work ‘t cam achieve in a 
given time with a given equipment 
and personnel. No such thing is pos- 
Sibie on the farm. Those responsible 
for the production policy of the farm 
have to wait on the leisured process- 
es of nature and cammot calculate 
without leaving a wide margin of un- 

certainty on account of the weather.
